FEDERATION OF WOMEN'S CLUBS 


Concord, April 8.—N. J. Bachelder, 


master, and E. C. Hutchinson, sec- 
retary, of the State grange, have is- 
sued the following letter to the subor- 
dinate granges of New Hampshire: 


'Arbor day was first observed in 


New Hampshire April 30, 1885, by ap- 
pointment of the master of the State 
g.-ange. In June of the same year the 
legislature provided for the annual 
appointment of Arbor day by the gov- 
ernor of the state, and April 29, 18S<5. 
was designated by Gov. Moody Currier 
as the first Arbor day under executive 
appointment. Since that time a day 
has been annually named by the gov- 
ernor for Arbor day observance. 


"His excellency Chester B. Jordan 


has appointed Saturday April 2G, as 
Arbor day for 1002. The executive 
committee of the Slate grange has an- 
nounced prizes for the subordinate 
granges that set the largest number 
of trees and published regulations gov- 
erning their award. We re<xwnmcnd 
the appointment of a committee in 
each grange in the stale at a meeting 
prvious to Arbor day to direct the 
work of which committee the master 
of each grange 
should be chairman. 


Tho duties of the committee will nat- 
urally consist of interviewing school 
boards' road improvement societies, 
boards of selectmen, cemetery trus- 
tees, park commissioners and imUvuiii- 
alb, not members of the grange.solicit- 
ing their interest and 
co-operation in 


Arbor day observance. This committee 
will also have in charge the \vork un- 
dertakon by the grange in tree' plant- 
ing by awakening in interest among 
members in the work and giving it 
sytomatie direction. If it is thought 
advisable by the grange to serve a 
dinner at the gran re hall upon Arbor 
day to all engaged in observance of 
the day, a committee should be ap- 
pointed to arrange lor it.

The word "place," over which there 


was a deal of bother a short time ago, 
cost a-'trifle over £4,000 a letter, and it 
may 'cost a great deal more before it 
becomes obsolete. 


We all know that a "place" is a 


place,,. Oimi no amount of fighting and 
money spending can make it anything 
else, but until recently to ask a judge 
what was a "place" in the strict legal 
sense was to court one's own ruin un- 
less one had considerable fortune. The 
meaning' of the word has now, how- 
ever, b'epn decided, though it is not 
everybody.who can understand exnctly 
what -the decision is. But any Kivyer 
is now in a position to define a "place" 
for you <at- Cs. 8d. a time after upward 
of £20,000 has been expended in'ob- 
taining a real, solid, stable definition. 


To the average landsman a ship is 


"outward, bound" when it has btarted 
from its moorings on a journey. But 
many thousands of pounds have been 
spent'trying to extract from our learn- 
ed judges an authoritative definition 
of the expression. 


The matter was discussed in the 


admiralty court for six hours on end 
not long ago. 
It was an insurance 


case, and the policy of insurance only 
covered the time "between the vessel 
being outward bound and homeward 
bound," and the law was asked to de- 
cide whether the ship was "outward 
bound" when an accident occurred. She 
had left the docks and was steaming 
down, the river. She had her full crew, 
all her passengers and all her cargo. 
Surely, 
then, 
she 
was 
"outward 


bound?" 
No, she wns not, for the 


reason that she intended to stop some 
distance down the river to take in a 
little extra coal for her own consump- 
tion. To be "outward bound" a vessel 
must have no Intention of stopping for 
any purpose whatever until she reaches 
her first port of call. 
1C she does uot 


intend to make any such stop, she is 
"outward bound" as soon as she has 
swung herself out of dock and is sail- 
ing or steaming down river. She may 
even be made to stop, but she must not 
anticipate or intend to stop. 
She ib 


only "outward bound" when she is on 
her actual journey and not on a pre- 
liminary trip to pick up passengers 
mails, cargo, coals, water or anything 
like that. 
And this decision, which 


will hibt- BO long as it is uucontested. 
has cost thousands of pounds to arrive- 
at. 


If a will bo made and some of the 


words are erased, so that they cannot 
be read wthout a lens, are those words 
"apparent?" 
Such a quest on has oc- 


euned more than once, and the bills 
for their decision have been very, verj 
long. In tin.' case just mentioned the 
words would not be "apparent," the 
ruling being that for words to be "ap 
parent" they must be readable without 
the ueod of any artificial facilities.

dal, and, as a bee is not amenable to 
British laws, it could not be murder.

tozen factories that manufacture evei/ 
flay enough deadly poisons to annihi- 
late the entire population of the city. 


These factories arc carefully guardc C 


from all intruders, aud oven tho em- 
ployees have to be skilled iu their 
work and be well aware of the risk 
they take before admittance is granted. 


Some of the poisons are so deadly 


tbat.inhaling the fumes that arise from 
their manufacture1 would mean certain 
death. This is especially the case with 
anhydrous acid, a drug that is never 
placed on the market in its pure state, 
and even in the chemist's laboratory it 
is handled with all the care that would 
be given to a poisonous reptile. If tho 
fumes of this acid should escape, the 
chemist would never live to tell the 
tale. The man who discovered it was 
killed by inhaling its fumes, and other 
men have met similar deaths. 


Probably the most dangerous of the 


drugs manufactured hero is tho cy- 
anide of potassium. 
Its fumes arc 


said not to be poisonous, aud one can 
work in the room whore it is manufac- 
tured without fear, except 
that ho 


must not touch it. The slightest quan- 
tity of the poisou iu its pure state 
would kill instantly if swallowed. The 
fumes arising from it have rather a 
pleasant odor, and it is said that it 
produces a witching effect upon the 
workmen. 
The iiuisliod poison looks 


like crystallized sugar, and as you gaze 
on it aud smell tho fascinating odor 
there is a strong temptation to taste 
It. Tho fascination is probably much 
like that which draws a man over a 
steep precipice. 
At any rate, tho at- 


traction to tas»e of the poison is so 
well recognized that a workman is 
uover allowed to remain alone in the 
room whore it is being manufactured. 


Nitric and sulphuric acids are piil 


sons equally fearful in their results 
when once liberated. 
These poisons 


eat away and through almost any- 
thing, and they can only be kept in 
carboys. 
\Yhon one of those carhops 


is broken, the factory is doomed. The 
acid spreads round and begin* to oat in- 
to everj thing it touches and incidental 
y sots everything inflammable on lire. 
To collect tho aoid or to pour a n y t h i n g 
jvcr it to counteract its cITcels is an 
inpossihilily. As It burns and spreads 
around its fumes become deadly in 
.heir effect, and firemen attempting to 
lilt out tho tlamos would suiter. The 
fumes do not kill at once, but if breath- 
ed for 1M hours they poison the sys- 
tem, and death ofttimes results. 


The fumes of corrosive sublimate 


are as deadly as almost any poison, 
and in factories where tho drug is 
made the greatest care is used to pro- 
vent them from escaping. 


There are many other poisons made 


for commercial use that are only a l i t - 
tle loss powerful, but nearly all of them 
arc- diluted when placed on the mar- 
ket. 
Sonic of these are yellow prus- 


siate of potash, nitrate of silver, ace- 
tate of ioad and copper, fcrrooyuiido 
of potash, white, and rod load and 
many other poisons. 
I'>y their being di- 


luted the d.ingor of using and handling 
Is minimized. 


There is one factory in Cincinnati 


that does a thriving business securing 
nitrate of silver from cast off photog- 
raphers' stock and still another that 
makes the druu in a crude way. Tho 
proprietor of the latter establishment

Several hours 
were occupied before they succeeded, 
and when matters seemed all right 
they returned home. The next day all 
were sick, and one of the men died, the 
fumes of the acid having been inhaled 
anil enough of the poison absorbed to 
cause death. — Cincinnati Commercial 
Tribune.

It was toward the close of a Friday 


Ifternoon that we sighted our first 
swordflsh. We- had been working our 
way

against variable head winds for three 
flnys and, were lounging about the 
schooner's deck thoroughly tired of do- 
lag nothing -when a cry from the mast- 
head sent every man scurrying to his 
place like the last bell at school. 


"Hard up! Hard up!"

It was all over In a minute. The 


vessel bore down as true as a whistle 
Cor the fish, the striker ironed him 
securely, the warp whizzed through the 
'.•ook's hands until it was all played out 
and the barrel buoy thrown overboard, 
i dory was lowered away with a rush, 


one of the men rowed off to haul 


the catch, while the schooner continued 
her course on the lookout for another. 


There were eight of us on board, in- 


cluding the skipper and the cook, and 
except myself all "down east" fisher- 
men, who had hunted the swordflsh for 
many seasons. The hold of our schoon- 
er was filled with ice, and we had 
fitted with provisions enough to stay 
aut a month, if necessary in order to 
get a good load of fish. Most of the 
swordflsh that are taken on the 
England coast come from 
George's 


Banks, a high ledge about 50 miles 
each way, covered by 30 or 40 fathoms 
of water, which lies about 300 miles 
east of New York and is the great fish- 
ing ground of the north Atlantic. The 
Rwordfish make this their summer 
:iome, usually from about the middle 
of .Tune to the middle of September. 


There are at least sis. places to be 


filled on a vessel when catching sword- 
rlsh, and the average crew contains 
from 8 to 12 men. These must be a 
mastheadman, who watches for the 
fish as they swim along near the top of 
the water, their back aud tail fins just 
above the surface, and whose work it 


when one has been sighted to call 


out directions to the man at the wheel 
eo as to put the vessel close to the tish. 
Then there is the striker, who stands 
on a small stand :it tho head of the 
bowsprit to iron the fish when it comes 
within reach. For this purpose he has 
a long pole with an iron pike on the 
end of It. To the end of the pike Is at- 
tached a dart which In turn is fasten- 
ed to a rope known as the warp. The 
warp, containing about 100 fathoms, is 
coiled up on the deck with its farther 
end made fast to a barrel buoy. 
In 


ironing a fish the dart is thrust right 
through him, leaving it buttoned on the 
other side when the pole is drawn out. 


As soon as a fish is struck he heads 


for bottom, and it is the work of the 
warp tender, who is commonly the 
cook, to pay off the warp carefully and 
throw overboard the barrel buoy when 
it is all gone.

with the mastheadman on the foretop- 
mast, which instead of having a sail is 
rigged with a number of seats, the top 
one of which is known as the crow's 
nest. 


Although we were always well fed, 


we ate no fresh meat during the trip. 
Corned beef, salt horse, "chicken," all- i 
as smoked herring, and slack salted ; 
codfish composed our bill of fare in this 
direction. We never cut a swordfish, 
aud Indeed when I asked one of the 
men who had been catching them for 
years what they tasted like he said he 
believed they were a good deal like hal- 
ibut, but he tiad never eaten any. Of 
course there is sufficient reason for 
never cutting a swordfish in that the 
average crew could hardly dispose of 
one during an ordinary trip. It seemed 
ridiculous, however, that although we 
were on the finest cod and haddock 
grounds on the coast there was not a 
vestige of a hook or line on board with 
which we might have had fresh fish 
whenever we so elected. It was like 
going to the country to find that farm- 
ers have no cream on the table and 
that their supply of fresh vegetables la 
often inferior to what you can get la 
the city. 


The rnastheadman and the striker 


are regardpd as the two most Impor- 
tant persons in swordflshiirg. 
They 


are the battery upon whom everything 
else depends. The work of the dory- 
man is the most novel and ..exciting, 
however. A respectable swordfish runs 
between 10 and 1? feet in length, 
weighing anywhere from 100 to 000 
pounds, and it often takes several 
hours to tire him out, while there is al- 
ways a chance that he may come up 
under your dory and smash a hole 
through the Dottora with his sword or 
that you may be lost by the schooner 
In tho thick weather.—-Boston Cor. Chi- 
cago Inter Ocean.

All gentlemen wore boots 
then made out of the Cuest calfskin, 
with tops about

high. 


Tho Wellington boots were fashionable 
just before my time, but I've rnnde a 
few pairs, mostly for foreign gentle- 
men, 
and they looked very elegant out- 


side of tight pautaloous. The top was 
generally morocco. It hugged the calf 
of the leg close and came to a point In 
front, iiiiishod with a small red or pur- 
ple tassel. 
But the boot that every- 


body wanted was a plain, title grained 
calfskin, and it had to (it like a glove 
or it wouldn't do nt all. 


"Do you see those lasts np on the 


shelf? Well, the men they were made 
for are dead now, the whole crowd. I once, 
Hut I'll bet you there Isn't one in the 
lot that hasn't been patched and nl- 
tercd at least 40 times. 
Tl:rt shows 


you how particular they were. 
I-'eet 


will change more from year to yenr 
than you have any idea of, and we Jjrul 
to keep track of such changes so as to 
make the boot set perfectly snug. 
In 


those days a gentleman, especially a 
young gentleman, who went Into so- 
ciety wouldn't have a boot that he 
could wear without cursing for a first 
week or so. They wanted them tight, 
tight ns wax. and every young buck. 
had his collection of boot hooks nnd 
bootjacks to get 'em on and off. Those 
tools 
were 
common 
birthday 
nnd 


Christmas presents hack in the forties 
and fifties, nnd some of them were got 
up very line. I've seen boot hooks with 
silver mounts aud mahogany handles 
$100 a pair. 


"The strain of pulling on a piir of 


tight boots was so great." continred 
the little cobbler musingly, "that we 
used to run the strap ends half way 
down the inside :1 tlie leg anil double 
sew them with wa.\>.-d silk twist. 
A 


young gentleman was actually killed 
here In 1850 or thereabout by tho 
breaking of his boot straps. I remem- 
ber the circumstance well. 
IIo was 


going to a ball and was sitting ou a 
stool in his room pulling on a pair ot 
new boots with the hooks they used 
then. Both straps gave way together. 
and he fell over backward and hurt 
his spine so that he died next day. 
Yes, 
sir; that's a fact. 


still living here, and I made b<rots for 
one of his uncles up to less than ten 
years ago. 
No: 1 can't sny there was 


anything especially peculiar about the 
boots of that time except that they had 
much higher heels than are worn now 
and very liglit.soles. generally (inished 
around the edge with A stitching of 
yellow thread. 
A good pair of boots 


could be resoled four or five times, but 
It was seldom done. When they began 
to wear, a gentleman would generally 
give them to his body servant. 


"The price of boots then wns never 


less than $10 and more often 820. and 
the planters up the river thought noth- 
ing of ordering half q dozen or even a 
dozen pair at a time. J had one good 
customer froT; !Lafoureho. lie was a 
fine gentleman, xvith grand manners. 
One day he came into the shop to order 
a pair of boots, and while I was meas- 
uring htm to correct his foot he looked 
at me very sharp. 'Will you allow me 
to see your tongue?' he said presently. 
I was surprised, but I put it out, and 
he pursed up his lips, like a man whis- 
tling. 'Ilmn-m-m!' said he. 'How Is 
your appetite?' 'Poorish,' said 1, for 1 
wasn't feeling very well just then. 
'Make me 12 pairs of boots this time.' 
said he aud walked out without anoth- 
er word. 
I felt kind of uncomfortable 


for awhile after that; but. Lord bloss 
you. I've outlived him theso 1!0 years. 


"Boots went out of style In the sev- 


enties. but a good many of the old peo- 
ple still .stick to them, and. for that 
matter, some are worn even to this 
day. 
I have four customers now that 


I make boots for regular. They are all 
middle aged men, and I .used to work 
for their fathers and uncles. They say 
that the high leather legs keep thorn 
from catching cold, and they don't 
want the feet tight, but. prefer them 
largo and roomy. 
So 1 don't have to

Bays the London Express.

such patients is to allow them a cer- 
tain freedom in the use of cosmetics. 


A wave of unmanageableuess often 


passes over the woman's side of an asy- 
lum if the material of a new uniform 
tlrcss deserves the title of dowdy. Many 
insane women 
will tear a soniber 


brown gown to shreds, but if it is a 
pretty blue or a smart red they pre- 
serve it carefully against spots aud 
dust Tho effect that dress has on the 
Insane is so well known that the lunacy 
commissioners make special comments 
In their otlicial reports to the lord chan- 
cellor ou the colors and material of the 
gowns supplied to women in the vari- 
ous asylums. 


Very clever devices t0 obtain cosmet- 


ics arc resorted to by patients infected 
with tho mania of vanity who have 
been accustomed to artificial aids to 
beauty. They soak paper roses in wa- 
ter and use the tinted result as a cheek 
reddeuer, or tbey put the red covers of 
books borrowed from the asylum libra- 
ry in a basin of boiling water and bot- 
tle the carmine lluid for -future face 
use. Fresh flowers of reddish tinge are 
crushed ami used on faded cheeks and 
wrinkled skins. 


One former society bi/iuty, now in an 


asylum, is perfectly tractable so Ions 
as she is allowed to wear a curly false 
fringe nnd to use a modllied amount ef 
rouge ai-d powder.

with industrial companies In the same 
manner as adult members of the fami- 
ly. They are Insured us members of 
the family for the purpose of providing 
In return for n weekly premium of ei- 
ther r> to 10 cents for a respectable bur- 
ial at death and for the expenses of tbe 
last illness. The average premium at 
which children are insured is 0 cents, 
while the average amount paid at 
death of children under 10 years of age 
Is above $30. 
This amount is barely 


Biifllclent to meet the expenses of bur- 
ial in the large cities. 


The youngest age at which a child is 


Insured is 2 next birthday, and at this 
age in return for a 5 cent premium the 
companies will pay ?S if the child dies 
during the first three months of policy 
duration, $10 if the child has b<>en iu- 
Bured more than three but less than six 
months, ?12 if the child has been Insur- 
ed more than six but less than nine 
months aud ?13 if the child has been 
Insured more than nine but less than 
one year. At the ago of 3 years the 
amount which is paid after a policy has 
been one year in force is ?37; at age 4, 
$120; at age .">, ?1!4, increasing gradually 
until age 10 is reached, when 
the 


amount payable at death in return for 
a 5 cent premium is $120. 
In other 


words, the amounts gradually increase, 
although the premiums remain the 
same.—Leslie's Weekly.
